Sr, PETERSBURG, May 29.—Count Tolstol, the 
Gistinguished novelist, is reported to be 
lying seriously Ill with peritonitis, The dis- 
ease has not thus far ylelded to the treatment 
of his physicians, aud they now despair of 
Saving his life. 

A NIHILIST PLOT HATCHED IN FRANCE. 
PARIS, May 29.—The police of this city re- 
Gently received information that a number of 
Niniliste were organizing a plot against the 
Czar in this country. The information was 
followed and the result was that fifteen per- 
sons charged with being implicated in the 
plot have been arrested. A number of in- 
criminating documents were seized at the 
lodgings of the leader in the plot—a Nihilist 
named Mendelsohn, who resides at Fontenay- 
Aux-Roses, near this city. A quantity of ex- 
plosives was also seized at his residence. The 
names of the other persons arrested are 
Orloff, alias Volgrin; Reichlin and his wife; 
Peptoff, alias Levoff; Kalchinzen, alias Ana- 
mien; five students named Lavreynus, Chal- 
ovski, Nakatchiz, Nepanoff and lemstel, and 
four young women named Atchiniza, Labro- 
vitch, Pedozova and Bromberg. The police 
also have information which they claim 
proves that the prisoners purchased materials 
for the manufacture of explosives from va- 
rious chem!lsts in Paris. 

A RUMOR DISCREDITED. 

The Russian journals discredit the rumor of 
& rapprochement between Russia and Ger- 
many. They declare that closer relations with 
Germany are impossible during the existence 
of the Austro-German-Italian alliance which 
encougages Austria’s anti-Russian designs in 
the Balkans 


MORE ARRESTS. 

In addition to the arrests before mentioned 
to-day a number of other Nihilists were taken 
into custody this afternoon. Among 
the explosives seized at the lodgings 
of Mendelsohn were a number of finished 
bombs. Materlals for the manufacture of ex- 
plosives were seized at the lodgings of a num- 
ber of other persons arrested, 


England, 


LONDON, May 29.— Many snpporters of the 
Government now take a despondent view of 
the local taxation bill and are strongly dis- 
posed to urge its withdrawal. A proposal 
which finds favor with a number of the minis- 
terlal party and which will be urged in the 
course of the debate, is that this bill, to- 
gether with the licensing bill proposed by 
Lord Randolph Churchill, should be referred 
to a select committee. Such a course would 
effectually shelve the measure for the session 
and the Government would probably assent 
to itif they should reach the conclusion that 
it was hopeless to press the bill forward. Tne 
Conservative agricultural members are doing 
their best to induce the ministry to proceed 
with the bill, but the general estimate on the 
Conservative benches is that the prospects of 
the measure are growing more gloomy every 
day. 

SIBERIAN EXILE.

MONTREAL, Quebec, May 29.—In the Kimber 
mystery case yesterday an inquest was held 
and a verdict of suicide rendered, but the in- 
vestigation was very unsatisfactory. Later 
in the afternoon the Coroner, realizing the 
indignation which his hurried inquest had 
caused, ordered an autopsy which was held 
by Drs. Mount and Brennan. Aftera careful 
examination they found several contusions 
on the back of the head and eight wounds on 
the neck, one of which was from five to six 
inches long. The body, however, was in 
such an advancad state of decomposition that 
they are unable to say whether death 
resulted from the wounds or from drowning 
and there the matter rests so far as the Coro- 
neris concerned. The St. George's Society, 
however, is byno means satisfied with the 
result of the investigation. They have 
claimed the body and are taking 
legal advice. Detective Grosse, who had the 
matter in obarge, notified the Minister of Jus 
tice that he suspectsfoul play. Hesays it was 
prastically impossible for Kimber, after hay- 
Ing lost so much blood, to walk three miles, 
half way up the steep road to Mount Royal 
and then fill his pockets with heavy stones, 
climb over a heavy railing and throw himseif 
into the reservoir. The Sarnia, the steamer 
in which Kimbercame to this country, is in 
port. The steward says he remembered Kim- 
ber well. He was very jovial and talked a 
great deal about going to the Northwest. 
There was a large company of young men who 
seemed to be destined for the same place. 
The steward remembered that Kimber asso- 
ciated with a young fellow whom they cailed 
„the eccentric chap.’’ He was constantly 
with Kimber and stated that he had been in 
Canada before. 

‘*Kimber certainly gave us all the im- 
pression that ne hadample means and was 
not pinched, said the steward. ‘Moreover, 
he was well dressed and was a gentleman in 
appearance. We all suspect this ‘eccentric 
chap.’ ’’ 0 

Mr. Stiles, ex -proprletor of the Grand Cen- 
tral Hotel, is terribly shocked about the arfair 
and admitted that he was baffled. He had be- 
lieved all along that Kimber was working on 
some farm out inthe country and was quite 
ignorant of the sensation his disappearance 
had caused. He had all along contended that 
the blood in Kimber’s room had 
been caused by hemorrhage, as he 
had seen Kimber leave the house, and 
he was walking briskly and appeared to 
have nothing the matter with him. He would 
certainly have noticed any bandage round his 
neck so bulky as a towel. The question Which 
is agitating the general public is how a man 
could possibly out bis throat, quietly leave 
Stiles’ Hotel at II o’clock in the morning with 
a bloody towel around his neck, and while 
weak from the loss of blood stagger up the 
streets that led to the mountain, climb the 
steep bilito the reservoir, surmount the iron 
railings that surround it and plunge into the 
water.

Names of the Eyndicate Who Bought the 
Dorris Property for $200,000—Daniel Cat-

The vachnt corner at the northwest corner 
of Seventh and Chestnut streets, known as 
the Jay Gould property, was sold to-day for 
$130,000, . The buyer’s name is one of the real 
estate secrets for the present, but the pur- 
chaser is said to be a Western man, a non- 
resident. There is no doubt though that the 
valuable corner is sold, for the money has 
chaaged hands, and the negotiation will be 
ciosed in a few days, when there will no 
longer be any necessity on the part of inter- 
ested persons in suppressing the particulars 
pertaining to the transaction. 

Charles H. Balley’s board is on the property 
and the presumption was that he knew some- 
thing about the transaction, but if he did he 
professed to bave had nothing to do with it 
when asked about the matter. He was asked 
if it was not a fact that his son had perfected 
the sale, but he said: *‘Well, if Charley did 
sell the corner I know nothing about it.’’ If 
Mr. Bailey had any information he refused to 
ve it more than to assert that he did not 
know thatthe property was not sold. 


That itis sold there is no doubt, and at a 
prem too, ot $40,000 more than the grantor, 

aniel Catlin, paid for the site. Mr. Catlin 
bought the corner on the 29th of September 
last from Jay Gould, and there was a good 
deal of speculation atthe time about bow he 
was going to improve his purchase to make 
any money out ot lk. That problem is doubt- 
Jess solved to the entire satisfaction 
now of ople who were very solicitous 
of Mr, Catlin’s financial welfare, and the re- 
suit shows there is no need for anxiety about 
anyone losing money when they put it into 
St. Louis real estate.

BOUGHT Aa CHURCH FOR $28,000. 

The probabilities are that there wlll soon be 
a great change in the character of property on 
Eleventh street, between Washington avenue 
and Morgan street, as the old colored church 
at the head of Christy auenue has been pur- 
chased by P..Cunningham of Cunningham 
Bros., who will shortly tear away the present 
edifice and erect a substantial wholesale busi- 
ness house upon the premises.

THE SCOTCH-IBISH, 


Second Annual Congress at Pittsburg, Pa.— 
Robert Bonner Presides. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 29,—The second great 
Scotch-Irish Congress of America opened in 
Mechanical Hall, this city, to-day, with prob- 
ably one thousand delegates and visitors 
from all parts of the United States and 
Canada. It was II o’olock when Robert Bon- 
ner of New York, President of the Associa- 
tion, called the Congress to order. The vast 
auditorium was then well filled and the 
scene presented was inspiring. The hall was 
tastefully decorated with streamers of 
bunting and potted plants, while over 


the stage was a large painting of the coat of 
arms of the association. Among the delegates 
were many well known people, including 
Robert Bonner of the New York Ledger, Joseph 
Johnston, Birmingham, Ala. ; E. C. McDowell, 
Nashville; Alex. Montgomery, San Francisco; 
Rev. Dr. John Hali, New York; Col, T. T. 
Wright, Florida, founder of the Scotch-Irish 
Society of America; Prof. A. L. Perry, Will- 
lamstown, Mass.; Robert Burns, Tacoma, 
Wash.; Rev. Dr. John McIntosh of Philadel. 
phia, Prof, Geo. McClosky of Prince- 
ton, Hon. W. E. Robinson of Brook- 
lyn and Rev. Dr. D. C. Kelley of Tennessee. 
After prayer by Rev. I. N. Hayes, D. D., of 
this city, M. H. Gourley was introduced, and 
in a brief address extended a hearty welcome 
to the membere of the congress. Gov. Beaver 
followed with an address of welcome on be- 
halfof the State of Pennsylvania, which was 
responded to by President Bonner. The report 
of the Executive Committee was then read by 
Prof. Macloskie. The report showed a won- 
derful growth of the society in the past year 
and recommended certain changes in the 
constitution of the organization. 

A telegram from Mr. Breckenridge an- 
nounced that he could not possibly reach 
here tillto-morrow. Mr. MeIntosh’s address 
was listened to with great interest by the 
large assembly and frequently interrupted by 
applause. 

The appointment of the various committees 
occupied the balance of the time ot the ses- 
sion. These committees will meet in the 
afternoon and will prepare their reports and 
present them tothe Congress to-morrow. To- 
night’s session will be attended with music by 
the band and by various local vocalists. Prof. 
Arthur M. Perry, who fills the chairs of 
history and political economy at Williams 
College, will make an historical address on 
»The Scotch-Irish in New England.“ 

The congress will probably adjourn Satur - 
day evening.

Finally the whole matter was referred back to 
the Finance Committee. 

THE ASSESSMENTS FOR THE YEAR. 

The reportof the Committee on Assessments 
was reud.

The Committee of Assessment had made out 
assessments amounting to $5,375, and the as- 
sessments for each parish were read out.

Rev. Dr. Harris of the Committee on the 
State of the Church made a report recom- 
mending that the clergy of the diocese be re- 
quested to append to the usual statistical re- 
ports a short statement of any matter of in- 
terest, general or special, connected with 
their work and printed inthe journal. The 
resolution prevailed. 

A communication was read from Charles L. 
Hutchins, Secretary of the General Oonven- 
tion at Concord, Mass., requesting that every 
diocese of the church pass resolutions in- 
dorsing a clergy pension fund. The matter 
was referred to the Committee on Constitu- 
tion and Canon, to report at the next conven- 
tion. 

Secretary Triplett announced that the pro- 
posed changes in the prayer book approved 
at the last general convention would have to 
be adupted by the convention of 1892, 
and he moved that a committee of 
three be appointed to report tothe next dio- 
cesan convention. The motion prevailed 
and Bishop ‘Tuttle appointed Kevs. P. G. 
Robert and O. M. Davis and Mr. John R. Trip- 
lett such a committee. 

The report ofthe Committee on Christian 
Education was read by the Rev. Mr. Sterling.

The Tarifi Bill. 


WaSHINGTON, D. C., May 29.—A full at- 
tendance of the members of the Senate 
Finance Committee was present this morning 
when the tariff bill was taken up for 


consideration. Mr. Carlisle took his seat at 
the foot of the Democratic side of the table 
and entered into the discussion with 
earnestness. Senator Sherman, in the open- 
ing, suggested that the committee take up the 
bill by paragraphs and refer passages for 
future reference or agree to them as passed in 
the House. This was agreed to with the 
understanding that any paragraph which was 
agreed to might be recalled for further ac- 
tion. The first schedule is the chemical 
scheduie and before entering upon that Mr. 
Aldrich suggested that it would be well to de- 
cide whether or not the committee would 
agree to recommend free alcohol inthe arts, 
for if it was the opinion of the committee that 
be done would affect 
the rates in half the items in the 
schedule. After a brief discussion, 
it was voted not to recommend tree alcohol 
in the arts. The text of the chemical schedule 
wasthen gone over and thirty-eight items 
checked off. Of these, however, thirteen of 
the most important were passed over without 
action. The committee had in this way die- 
posed ot four of the 126 pages of the measure 
when the hourof 12 o’clock arrived and the 
question of a future meeting was 
broached. Senator Sherman moved that the 
committee meet to-morrow (Memorial Day) 
and continue its work. This was disagreed 
to without discussion, Senator Sherman, in 
speaking on the subject, advocated daily 
sessions of ten hours’ duration in order to 
complete the bill for report to the Senate at 
the earliest practicable date. This suggestion 
met with opposition from both sides. 

Senator Voorhees stated that the place for 
discussion upon a tariff bill was in the Senate. 

Senator Carlisle coincided in his views. Tne 
Republican party, he said, wanted a tariff 
constructed on the lines of protection. The 
Democratic party wanted a bill on the 
lines of revenue. The way to do is for 
the majority of the Republican members of 
the committee to agree upon their bill and 
the Democrats to do the same, if in their 
judgmentthe report of a minority measure 
was deemed desirable. 

Senators Hiscoce, Jones and Morrill spoke 
in a similiar strain and then Senator Hiscock 
moved that a sub-committee on each 
side be appointed to prepare such sched-

CONTRACTORS COMBINE. 


THE OWNERS OF THE FXTKA SPRINKLING 
CARTS DEMAND $10 A DAY- 


Mayor Noonan, Counselor Bell and Presi- 
dent Barnet Striving to Adjust the Mud- 
dle and Down the Dust—Extensive Sewer 
Work Ahead—Junketing Assemblywen 
Return—City Hall Notes, 


The sprinkling situation is not simple. The 
complaints continue to pour in the City Hall, 
and from all accounts sections of the city are 
entirely neglected. The 93 carts of the 8t. 
Louis Improved Street Sprinkling Co. seem 
inadequate to property sprinkle the 
twenty-six districts in which that com- 
pany is required by contract to 
dampen the streets a certain number of time 
per day. Manager Joseph denies this and the 
facts seem to be against him. 

Mayor Noonan and City Counselor Bell 
started out yesterday toengage extra carts at 
the expenseof the St. Louls company as they 
did over two mouths ago when the 
other emergency presented itself, but 
this time they ran square up against 


asnag. The former contractors who have 
been fighting Joseph’s company have an or- 
ganization, and the terms of that combine 
are $10 per day for each cart, or no extra 
sprinkling. This afternoon President Burnet 
of the Board of Public Improvements Is trying 
to get them to work for $5 per day as they did 
before, but the chances are that he will fail. 

Mayor Noonan says the city will not stand 
the terms of the combine, if it has to go out- 
side the city to get carts. This is the status 
of the sprinkling situation to-day. In the 
meantime the dust nuisance is the cause of 
widespread complaint. 

Another consultation on the situation will 
be held late this afternoon in the Mayor’s 
office. 

COLLECTOR ZIEGENHEIN INDIGNANT, 

It is about time the sprinkling contractors 
were stirred up,’’ remarked Collector Ziegen 
hein this morning, as he pleasantly dis- 
missed a small crowd of constituents, who 
had called on him to ‘‘kick’’ about the 
lack ofsprinkling. ‘‘Isay itis‘a shame, an 
outrage to allow this neglect to continue. For 
two weeks I have heard little elee than com- 
plaints about the sprinkling. The people call 
here at my ofllee, stop me onthe street, cail 
on me at the bank and even invade my home, 
to tell me ofthe way the streets have been 
in their neighborhoods. It is not 
only in one section of thecity. It is every 
where and the volume of complaints increases 
with the days. I can’t biame the people for 
complaining. They pay their sprinkling tax 
and they want the sprinkling. When I came 
into this office I found $18,000 in sprinkling 
tax bilis, all of which 1 have since 
collected within a few dollars. The 
people pay their sprinkling tax promptly 
and with pleasure, at leust they have done 80 
heretofore, but I am beginning to find it hard 
to get money from the people when they do 
not get value in return. Some take the trouble 
to call at this office to tell us that we can 
whistle for our sprinkling taxes, as they do 
not intend to pay it until they get 
their money's worth sprinkied 
streets. They seem to think that 
because the Collector collects the sprinkling 
tax he controls the sprinkling, and when 1 
tell them Ihave nothingto do with it they 
say, ‘Well, a word from you will set the ma- 
ter right.’ Ican do nothing. It rests with 
the Mayor, and he must be given proper 
credit for his promptness in shaking these 
sprinkling contractors up.

It Is Progressing Rapidly in the 
Teachers“ Trip to Eu- 
rope Election. 


A Huge Undertaking, Which Will 
Require Work by Night 
and Day. 


The Mammoth Ballet-Box Contained About 
130,000 Votes, Scattered Among All the 
Lady Teachers—How the Work Is Being 
Dene—Entering the Returns on the 
Official Tally Sheets—The Tellers’ Cipher 
—Look Out for the Names of the Winners 
in the Next Sunday Post-Dispatch.”’ 


Late into last night and all to-day the offi- 
cial count of the ballots received in the tady 
teachers’ election went steadily on. It is an 
enormous task. There were nearly 130,000 
votes in the big ballot-hox when it was 
opened yesterday, scattered among all the 
candidates in the race. About 6,000 
very small packages were among the num- 
ber, containing each from one to five ballots. 
In many cases the voters had folded each of 
their ballots seperately, thus very much in- 
creasing thelabor of assorting them. The 
task of openipgand arranging all this mail 
matter was no small affair, and it consumed a 

reat many hours before the official count 
could begin, The scattering vote was very 
large. The tellers are bound by their oath 
of office not to disclose anything con- 
cerning the figures, But they do state 
that, of this scattering vote, Mrs. Rose W. 
Fanning received the largest share, although 
the votes were well scattered among all the 
candidates. The count will go on steadily 
untiltbe close. There will be little cessation. 
The tellers will work all day and until mid- 
night, probably later, if necessary. They 
expect to be at their desks all day and all 
night to-morrow. To do this, of course, they 
will have to be relayed. But there will be 
plenty of help, andthe announcement, bar- 
ring accident, will be made on schedule time. 
It is a labor of Hercules, but the Post-Dis- 
PATCH likes just that kind of work. 

Thecount has been thoroughly systema- 
tized and no time is lost. To each teller is 
assigned a candidate, and after he 
finishes each 500 of her votes 
his work is checked by another. Then 


the number of votes is entered on the official 
tally sheet opposite the name ofthe teacher 
for whom they have been cast. Next the 
packages are tied up, marked in cipher with 
the number of votes they contain, securely 
sealed and put away in a locked safe, ready 
atany time for reference in case any dispute 
should arise. 
DID NOT FOLLOW INSTRUCTIONS. 

The opening of the ballot box has disclosed, 
among other things, that the plainest instruc- 
tions were not followed by many voters. 
Readers will remember that ample warping 
was given to all not to put guesses in the 
same envelope with baliote during the later 
days ofthe contest. A very strong reason 
was given for this, viz. That alter Wednes- 
day, May 21, no baliot package would be 
opened until May 28, and that conse- 
quently all guesses placed in ballot pack- 
ages would be lost, because they would 
not be reached until after the contest closed 
on Saturday, May 24, at 10:80 p. m. Yet, when 
the ballot-box was unlocked several hundreds 
of guesses were found in the ballot packages. 
There were some puckages containing noth- 
ing but guesses. These had been dropped in 
the ballot-box by mistake by the messenger 
who carried them to this office, But the great 
bulk of the guesses found were in ballot pack- 
uges, contrary to the express warning, which 
had been repeated until it became 
almost tiresome. ‘The owners of these 
guessers have themselves only to blame. 
Ine rules must be followed. A guess not filed 
in accordance with the rules is no guess at all. 
Another piece of advice which was generally 
neglected was that concerning the placing of 
letters intended for publicationin the pack- 
ages which wentinto the box. Every voter 
knew that the box was intended to preserve 
the secrecy of the ballot and that nothing 
could be taken out of it. Yet hundreds 
of letters were dumped 
of them with requests for 
diate publication and many which would 
have materially helped the cause of the can- 
didate mentioned. This will explain why 
many letters which the Post-DISPaTCH would 
have been very glad to print, never appeared. 
Some of them are given below, and more may 
appear if space permits.

Guessers and voters alike are again noti- 
fled that the results of the election and of the 
wuessing contest will be fully given inthe 
next SUNDAY PoOSsT-DISPATCH.

Voters’ Letter- Box. 


The following communications are. printed 
to-day because mostof them havea bearing 
on the wind-up ofthe election. Those which 
were written to ald some favorite candidate 
came too late todo her good. Throughout 
the contest it was Impossible to use all the 
communications sent, and selections had to 


be made. 

In these selections the only rule exercised 
was to print episties which would add to the 
general interest, which contained original 
sugyvestions, or which put the claims of any 
teacher in a more originai or interesting man- 
ner. As stated frequently anonymous com- 
munications were, asarule rejected when 
there was an abundance of letters containing 
names and addresses.

EYRAUD, THE FRENCH MURDERER, 


An Unsuccessful Attempt at Suicide—Com- 
promising Letters and Documents, 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATON. 

New YORK, May 28.—The Havana corres- 
pondent of the Courrier Des Etats-Unis says: 
Eyraud, the murderer of the Notary Gouffe, 
was arraigned for examination to-day. He 
admitted to the magistrate that he had tried 
to kill himself by opening veins in his arms 
and legs. 


I have long been tired of life, ne salad, 
and anxious to end this existence. Men are 
so bad. I meant to kill myself at the time of 
my arrest and the one thing that I regret is 
that l was prevented. The main thing which 
drives me tosuicide is the imputation to me 
— crimes which I never dreamed of commit - 
ting. 

es, he cried with animation, ‘‘men are 
very bad; worse than can be imagined.’’ 

Eyraud is confinedjin the Tafatura de Policia, 
one of the strongest prisons of Havana. His 
cell is very simply furnished with a cot in the 
center and a seatin one corner. The prisoner 
spends most of his time lying on the bed or 
sitting on its edge. His dress consists ofa 
shirt, a pair of white trousers and a straw hat, 
which he never takes off, Two guards are 
always by him at each end of the bed. 
They bear no arms for fear that Eyraud 
might profit by a moment of inattention 
to take a weapon from them and kill 
himself. Outside is another guard with 
a gun and bayonet. There les nothing within 
Eyraud’s reach with which he could take his 
life. Eyraud’s behavior has not varied since 
hig arrest. He is very discreet, answers 
whatever questions are put to him and is 
anxious to avoid a prolonged conversation. 
Dr. Montane, who has been authorized to 
visit the prisoner at the request of the French 
Consul, is the only person with whom Eyraud 
relaxes his manner. With his keepers he 
affects to be resigned to the fate which awaits 


im. 

„It there were no wicked men in. the 
world,’’ he frequently says, ‘‘there would be 
no need of police. 

Nevertheiess, no one is deceived by this act- 
ing. Itis easy to see that Eyraud is planning 
some involved method of suicide or escape, 
He closes his eyes, but not in sleep. He is 
constantly reflecting on his mysterious 
projects. There is one subject, however, ou 
which Eyraud seems much more inclined to 
talk freely thanon any other. This is his in- 
timacy with Gabrielle Bompart. Whether 
from cynicism or a spirit of boasting or to 
awaken interest by posing as the victim of an 
overwhelming passionate love Eyraud 
likes to recall of 
his intrigue. When person 
asked him if he d@ not hate Gabrielle Bom- 
part because she had denounced bim, he said: 
I adore her more than ever. She is the 
most fascinating woman! ever met. I was 
too happy with her to be able to complain of 
the harm she has since done me. 

Then he told with evident complacency and 
in great detail the story of his relations with

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TWO WEALTHY ENGLIGHMEN TAKEN IN BY 
AN AMERICAN SWINDLER.- 


John McDermott, Alias John Russell, Meets 
Sir Robert Feel and Companion on a 
Steamer and Kepresents Himself as In- 
spector Byrnes’ Chief Detective—The 
Englishman Gives the Alleged Detective 
Valuable Presents, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPpaTcu. . 

NEW Tonk, May 29.—Detectives Mulho 
and McUlusky stood on the sidewalk in front 
of Delmonico’s on Tuesday evening. Through 


the window they were closely watching a 


party of men who were seated at one of the 
tables. Two of the party were evidently 
English tourists and the third had the ap- 
pearance of a successful business man. Upon 
the table before them was an elaborate 
spread, including cbampagne and other 
wines. The man who looked like the mer- 
chant was doing full justicé tothe good things 
before him and at the same time was busily 
talking to and entertaining his companions. 
The detectives watched them for a halt hour. 
when the party arose, left the dining-room 
and came out upon the sidewalk. 

„Here, cabman,’’ pompously cried the in- 
dividual on whom the detective’s attention 
was centered, to a hack driver, this gentie- 
man wants you to drive to the Desbrosses 
Ferry immediately.’’ 

Just then one of the detectives stepped up 
and tapping him upon the shoulder said, 
„Hello, Mac, how are you?’’ 

Lam busy now,“ was the reply, don't 
bother me. 

But I arrest you; Inspector Byrnes wants 
you at the Central Office.’’ ; 

The two tourists were dumbfounded at the 
unexpected arrest of their companion. One 
of the detectives remained to explain the 
cause of the arrest. 

„Why, that gentleman,’’ exclaimed one of 
the two gentiemen, ‘‘is Inspector Byrnes’ 
chief detective; we met him aboardthe Au- 
rania as he was returning from Europe, and 
he told usso. There must certainly be some 
mistake.’’ 

The detective assured him that there was no 
mistake and invited him to call the next morn- 
ing upon Inspector Bynes and learn who the 
prigoner really was. Ong of the gentlemen 
was hurriedly driven to the depot and the 
other went to the Hoffman House. 

SIR ROBERT PEEL. 

Yesterday morning the gentleman, who re- 
mained in the city, called at Inspector Byrnes’ 
office and said that he was Sir Robert Peel, a 
descendant of the illustrious English states- 
man. His companion, he said, was Olifford 


Talbot, a wealthy young Englishman, who 
left the night before for Chicago on business. 
They had come over to Americato take a 
cruise along the Atlantic coast. His yacht 
would be here in a few days, when they would 
start from New York City. It was his inten- 
tlon to accompany Mr. Talbot to Chicago, but 
he had decided to remain to find out who was 
the man who had been arrested in their com- 


any. 

„The prisoner,’’ explained the Inspector, 
ig a very clever swindler, who is wanted for 
defrauding a widow of $1,250; His name is 
John McDermott. He was formerly a hack 
driver.’’ 

Sir Robert appeared very indignant at the 
way in which be had been taken in. 

„We met the man aboard the Aurania,’’ he 
said. He told us that his name was John 
Russell and that he was chief detective of 
Inspector Byrnes’ staff, and he was just re- 
turning from Germany where he had taken a 
forger. He said that as soon as we arrived in 
New York he wanted to see the German Con- 
sul and get from him 800 for the work. He 
seemed a very pleasant, intelligent gentleman 
and he promised toshow us around New York, 
we soon became good friends. Upon landing 
Monday morning, we all went to the Hotfman 
House, and since then we have been dining at 
the Brunswick and Delmonico’s. We have 
paid the expenses and he has done the énter- 
taining. Several times Ihave asked him to 
take us to Inspector Byrnes, but he has put 
us off. We thought so well of him, in fact, 
that I presented him withadiamond cravat 
pin worth $600 or $700. I intrusted to him the 
checks of my baggage and gave him four £5 
notes to change into United States money.’’ 

THE EX-HACKMAN. 

The prisoner was then brought into the of- 
fice and identified. He returned the cravat 
pin, the £5 and the baggage checks. The 
name by which MoDermott is best known 
is John Russell, and it is under 
that name he has committed most of 
his swindling. Hefirst came tothe attention 
of the police by collecting money from 
saloons in the Twenty-seventh precinct. For 
this he was arrested, but discharged, the evi. 
dence not being sufficientto hold him. Last 
March Mr. Voorhis, Cashier of the New York 
Life Insurance Co., came to the Central office 
and said that Russell while he was acting as 
agent had defrauded the company out of $200, 
Detectives McClusky and Mulholland tracea 
him to the little town of Munsie, N. I., 
and the home of a 
widow, Mrs. Mary Thayer. 
tried for the embezziement, but was 
again acquitted. Not long afterwards Mrs. 
Thayercame to Inspector Byrnes and told 
bim that Russell had defrauded her out of 
$1,250. They were engaged to be marr ied, she 
said, and he, gaining her confidence, had 
obtained possession of the money, saying 
that he wanted to use it with the money he 
had already to purchase a house in New York 
Oity.

The Laeiede Flour Mills on the southw 
corner of Ninth and Soulard streets, 1 
property of J. B. M. Kehlor were barned 
2:35 o’clock this morning. All of the woo 
work in the interior was burned, the machit 
ery destroyed, and the main walls dem 
ished. 80 hot was the fire when discovers 
that three alarms were turned in, one im 
mediately after the other. All the fire ap- 
paratus responding to the calls was concen- 
trated on the mill balidings, and so the ware- 
house and adjoining dwellings were saved. 

The mill bulld inge were thirty years oid, 
but quite substantial, and many 
thousand barrels of flour had been 
turned out in former years. Two 
years ago the machinery was stoppedand no 
work had been done there since until mim 


in new machinery for the Cornelius process of 
making flour. Twenty millwrights bad been 
emploved in this work and $10,000 had been 


spent by the owner. The new engines bad

THS FIRST THEORY 

advanced on the origin of the fire was spon- 
taneous combustion. There bad been no fi 
in the building during the six weeks the work- 
men had been there save in the watchman’s 
lantern, and that was found intact and burn- 
ing properly. No smoking was allowed in the 
bullding. A plle of shavings and chips had 
accumulated from the work of the mill- 
wriahts, and this pile it was thought had 
spontaneously combusted. But this theory 
could not iive beyond the discovery of the 
rubbish heap unburned in the unscorched 
warehouse. 

The mill was buiit of brick, five stories 
high, numbered 1701 to 1711 inelustve, South 
Nintb street. Is had a frontage of 150 feet on 
Ninth street and a depth of 100 feet on Soulard 
street. The warehouse referred to took about 
forty feet of the Ninth street frontage, and 
was not burned. 

West of the maln doorway in the Ninth 
street front was a plle of lumber. The fire 
evidently began at the west end of this pile, 
for there and to the southwest was the terri- 
tory of greatest destruction. There, too, the 
fire was first seen by Patrolman Gutgessel, 
According to all authorities there was no fire 
there during the day. The conclusion is in- 
evitable that some person maliciously set fire 
to that lumber. 

James C. Edwarda, General Manager for J. 
B. M. Kehlor, was in the burned mill early 
this morning. Afterathorough examination 
of the piace, he could not give any other sug- 
gestion regarding the origin of the fire than 
incendiary. The firemen had noticed that the 
water in the vicinity of the place where the 
fire is thought to have originated appeared to 
be accompanied by.oil. At their suggestion 
Mr. Edwards took a bottieful of the water for 
examination. 

HEAD MILLER KIPPING 
said there had been no of! used in that part of 
the building, and there should be none there,

Edwards said. The floor was 40 flooded with 
water that if there wae oll placed there to aid 
combustion it has been separated and spread 
over a great area.

Mr. Kehlor 
suffered a considerable loss at Edwardsviie, 
III., last November. His mill there was 
burned, and though there was insurance on 
that be lost $20,000, That fire was incendiary, 
Iknow.

‘During the winter of 1884 Mr. Schonhoff was 
driving from Jackson to Cape Girardeau 
a along the Girardeau and Jackson gravel road. 
It was a publichighway and about that time 
the Jackson Branch Railroad Co, had made a 
out for their track across the highway. This 
company, so the petitioner claims, failed 
to put a fence or guard or any 
other warning to keep the public from falling 
into the ditch, and it being a dark night Mr. 
“Bchonhoff drove into it. He was badly in- 
jured, his leg being broken and his body 
badly bruised. January 5, 1885, he filed a 
damage suit against the company and in Sep- 
tember of that year he got 4 verdict and 
judgment from ajury. The railroad company 
appealed to the Supreme Court and 
the case was reversed and remanded 


because the lower court would not accept an 
amendment proposed by the defendant to the 
instructions given the jury. The case was 
continued from term to term, and year to 
year until the May term of the Cape Girardeau 
Court in 1859, when the railroud company 
filed an affidavit declaring the people of that 
county to be prejudiced against it and asked 
for a change of venue to some 
other court. They also filed an 
emidavit saying the Judge the 
Court of Common Pleas had been Schonboff's 
counsel in this case years before and could 


nottry it. The. case was then transferred to. 


Scott County. It had no sooner been filed 
‘there than therailroad company filed a motion 
to dismiss the case, saying the Scott County 
court had no jurisdiction. The court over- 
ruled this motion, but held that the 
case had been sent there im- 
properly and ordered it stricken from 
the docket. The papers were returned to the 
Court of Common Pleas in Cape Girardeau 
County, and last January that court held it 
had no jurisdiction, as the case had been sent 
to Scott County and had returned without be- 
ing tries. In April the railroad company 
asked the cOurt to dismiss the case and it did 
50. Mr, Schonhoff fleda motion asking tne 
court to vacate the order and try the 
case, but his motion was overruled. 
This gleft the oid man without a court to turn 
to and inthis predicament he begs the Court 
of Appeals to grant him awritof mandamus 
on Judge H. C. O'Brien and John M. Leftwich, 
clerk of the Scott County Court, commanding 
them to reinstate his case onthe trial docket 
ot the Scott County Circuit Court for the com- 
ing October term, or appear and show cause 

why they should not be made do so. 


The case has been pending six years. Mr. 


Schonboff is an old man and the injuries he 
received have incapacitated him to do manual 
labor or earn a living for himself.

Just 
as Tom’s friends were considering 
the feasibility of putting him into an 
asylum’ he backed ont of the thing 
and it was suddenly discovered that he 
had a silent partner who was secretly 
conducting-the business under cover of his 
name.

To speak 
more precisely, Father Byrnes is the most un- 
popular priest in many a mile. He has two 
churches, one at Monroe and one at Chester, 
five miles up the road, and poth are anxious 
to get rid of him. The latter church has gone 
go far as tosend a committee of protest to 
the Archbishop. Joseph Gavin and Timothy 
McGrath, leading horsemen of the valley, 
were members of the committee, and unless 
the correspondent is misinformed, 
Byrnes has for some time been in serious dan- 
ger of being ordered wlsewhere. But he has 
strong friends in New York who like to run 
up to Monroe and enjoy his hospitality. 

TROUBLESOME PROPERTY. 

Father Byrnes owns considerable property 
and that property bad much to do with his 
present troubiee. The services of his church, 
so far as Monroe is concerned, are conducted 
in a plaster-covered dwelling- house, the first 
floor of which has been converted into a 
respectable audience room. Fora long time 
he lived in a part of the upper stories, rent- 
ing out the rest for the benefit, it is said, of 
himself. Then he bought two farins a mile or 
so from the village, overlooking that gem 
of a lake, Long Pond, and went into the 
asylum milk business. One was an 
$8,000 farm with splendid land and good build- 
ings, the other a $3,000 farm, largely given to 
the production of rocks and rail fences, with 
a tiny house upon it and asmal! barn and 
orchard land. Itis chiefly valuable asa com- 
manding site from which to watch the fisher-

SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE. 


SOME QUESTIONS FOR THE MERCHANTS’ 
FXCHANGE COMMITTEE- 


The Requirements of the Mexigan Farmers, 
and the Best Methods of .unz Them 
—An American’s Experience in the 816 
ter Republic—A Great Field for the Sale 
of Agricultural Implements. 


HE committee of the 
Merchants’ Exchange 
entrusted with thead- 
vancement of Central 
and South American 
trade, has been for 
some time past en- 
gaged in collecting 
statistics in reference 
to this branch of 
traffic, and a meeting 
will be called within a 
few days. From re- 
ports received from 
the difierent Consuls, 
itis evident that the 
Yi trade of the United 
States with Mexico 
and the Central Amer- 
ican States has in- 
creased greatly with- 
in the past eighteen 
months, and that St. 
Louis has obtained its full share. The reason 
forthis is that this city is the greatest dis- 
tributing point in the Southwest for a class of 
goods that is particularly required by the in- 
habitants of the districts mentioned. 
NEEDS OF MEXICO. 

A member of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
who has given the subject close attention and 
who has recently returned from Mexico, said: 
What is most needed in that country is im- 


roved agricultural implements. It is hard 
or an American to appreciate how very far be- 
hind the age theMexicans are in all that pertains 
to agriculture. The lands attached to some of 
the great haciendas are farmed on something 
like modern principles, but these 
cases are rare and exceptional, The small 
farmer, as a rule, has the implements 
that were used 200 years ago, and is greatly 
hampered. by their inefficiency. The usual 
Mexican plough, the one that three-fourths 
of the crops are raised with, is a terribly 
clumsy affair. It has only one handie, is 
made entirely of wood, with the exception of 
an iron shoe not more than five inches long. 
With such an arrangement it is not possible 
to do more than scratch the surface of the 
ground, and the consequence is that the crops 
are very small in proportion to the natural 
productiveness of the land. Such a thing as 
a reaper and binder, a cultivator, or any- 
— ee machine is almost un- 
nown.

STABBED AT A WEDDING. 


Brutal Sequel te a Marriage Feast in Nerth

Murphy was found onthe sidewalk at 2:30 
and taken to the City Dispensary. Although 
conscious he refused to give any Information 
and asked to be senthome. Dr. Jordan tried 
to persuade himto goto the City Hospital, 
but this Murphy refused, and after his wound 
had received attention he was removed to his 
home in an ambulance wagon, Dr. Bernays 
was summoned and is attending the case.

Itook pains to make inquires and what I 
learned led me to believe that the trade in 
this class of goods could easily be greatly in- 
creased. The Mexicans are very slow moving, 
and need to have the advantages of every 
novel appliance very fully explained to 
them. Our farming implement firms do 
not seem to bave fully appreciated 
this, and have not in all cases taken the 
proper steps to introduce their wares. I saw 
at Zacatecas a number of American piows in 
the shops that were entirely unsuited for the 
purpose required. The American dealers 
sent out a quantity of heavy breaking plows, 
such as are used on virgin prairie soil. There 
is no call for anything ofthe sort in Mexico. 
The land has been cultivated atter a fashion 
for generations, and nine-tenths of the fine 
farming country is dependent for 
existence on irrigation. The peasants 
have not much live stock, and wanta ; 
light, keen plough easily managed by an in- 
feriorteam. Forthe more elaborate and ex- 
pensive kind of labor-saving machinery there 
is little demund, but reapers and cultivators 
can be sold by the thousands if proper steps 
are taken to place them properly upon the 
market.

The Dover (N. H.) Railway Co. Fires Its 
Lady President.

Boston, Mass., May 28.—Mrs. Mary E. H. G. 
Dow walked intoa meeting of the directors 
of the street railroad at Dover, N. H., one 
day and, showing a pocketful of the compa- 
ny’s stock, elected herself to the presidency 
and other offices. Then she left the room 
with her head inthe air. She became famous 
throughout New England, but after two 
years of rule the New Hampshire rail 
road queen decided to forswear 


railroading and sold most of her stock. The 
stockholders on Monday held a meeting at 
which Mrs. Dow was asked to explainan over 
issue of fifty-three shares of stock, and also 
how it happened that in the statement of 
assets and liabilities she gave to Edward P. 
Shaw, to whom she sold 260 shares at $50 
each, $800 of the indebtedness of the company 
did not appear. Mrs. Dow did not explain as 
desired, but declared that the company now 
owes her some $502 on uncoliected divi- 
dends, not to mention a bill for 
thd storage of an omnibus, the 
Ownership of which the company now repu- 
diates. She said the present management is 
ruining the road. The officers told her that 
she had made $25 on each share she sold, and 
intimated thatshe had gouged the company 
in doing so. Mrs. Dow objected to the issue 
of new stock and to electric cars, saying that 
the latter were dangerous in a thunderstorm.

Dixon ex- 
hibited wonderful staying powers, his rushes 
having telling effect on his antagonist. 


McFadden Replies. 
B. A. McFadden, the champion amateur

Hawkins was hanged at the jail in this city at

On the 
fatal night Hawkins called at the house where 
bis wife was living, but was told tiat she had 
gone to a ‘‘Parlor Social’’ on Virginia avenue 
with the man whom he believed to be the 
cause of bis domestic troubles. Hawkins went 
to the house where the ‘‘Social’’ was in prog- 
ress. There was music and dancing inside, 
and he saw his wife when he looked through 
the shutters. He asked ror her, 
and she came out, but was 
careful not to let the other man see her with 
her husband. They left the house together 
and ina short time the dead body of the 
woman was found in an alley near the house. 
The husband had inflicted the fatal wound 
with a knife and left her to die. Hawkins 
threw the knife over the fence aldng the rail- 
road tracks and went to the house of a friend, 
where he was arrested later in thenighbt. No 
one saw the biow given, but Hawkins ac- 
knowledged that he had killed his wife 
for some of her smart talk, 
and because she would not return to 
the social by the front door. After spending 
several months in jail he was tried, convicted 
and sentenced to be executed in January last. 

A respite was, however, granted, and the 
case taken to the court in general term, which 
latter affirmed the decision of the lower court. 

This decision was reached only a few days 
before the time set for Hawkins’ execution, 
but to give him time to prepare for the here- 
after, the President granted a further respite 
until to-day. '

Speaking of his 
work this morning, he said: ‘‘I suppose I 
have recommended that elevators be placed 
in public bulidings oftener than I have con- 
sidered any one article. I consider that an 
eievator is no longer a luxury, but a necessity, 
and you would be surprised to know in how 
many Federal buildings it is lacking. Inthe 
court-honses throughout the country there 
are old judges and clerks who have held their 
positions since before the war, and grown 
feeble and old inthe service, and they are 
cilmbing three flights of stairs just as they did 
thirty years ago, when they were young men. 
One finds so many elevators now that one 
supposes they are everywhere, but if you 
begin to examine the bulidings you will find 
that this American institution is by no means

The military companies were met at 
the dopots by members of the local military 
companies and escorted to the great exposi- 
tion buliding, where most ofthe citizen-sol- 
diery was quartered. Asthe later trains ar- 
rived, however, the new-comers were es- 
corted or directed to the place 
of assemblage where gathering thou- 
sands were already preparing for the day’s 
parade. The streets of the city had been dec- 
orated very elaborately and tastefully for the 
occasion. From all the business buildings 
were swung streamers, in which the colors of 
the confederacy were blended with the na- 
tional emblem. The State colors of Maryland 
and Virginia were liberally displayed. On 
some of the buildings were hung battle flags, 
tattered and worn, and as they passed be- 
neath them on their way to the place of as- 
semblage they broke forth into hearty cheers. 
The gathering of the militia began at au early 
hour in preparation for the parade. The head 
of the procession formed on Broad street 
facing north, the left resting on Adams street. 
First came a squad of mounted police, then 
the Stonewall band, and following was the 
Chief Marshal, ex-Gov. Fitzhugh Lee, wearing 
a broad yellow sash as his badge of office; his 
Chief of Staff, Gen. John R. Cooke, wearing a 
white sash, and the chief marshal’s aids, 
among whom were Senator Bates of Tennes- 
see, Senator Colquitt of Georgia, Senator 


Hampton of South Carolina, Senator Ransom 
of North Carolina, Col. Basil W. Duke of Ken 
tucky, Gen. Eppa Hunton of Virginia, ex- 
Gev. Scales of North Carolina, Gen. Joe 
Wheeler of Alabama and many other distin- 
guished Southern soldiers.

—infantry, artillery and cavalry—fell into line 
behind them, followed by the Farmers’ All- 
ance. The State troops were arranged 
in the order of secession of 
Southern States, South Carolina being in the 
lead, and Virginia bringing up the rear. 
Each of the State contingents carried a dis- 
tinctive banner. These banners were fur- 
nished by the local committee, and they 
served for the identification.of each State del- 
egation. Of far more interest to the throng 
that filled the streets and looked down upon 
the procession from windows and housetops, 
were the tattered and smoke-begrimmed war 
flags carried by the yeterans. Waving hand- 
kerchiefs and ringing cheers froin a thousand 
throats greeted them as they passed.

In every land the most conspicuous monu- 
ments commemorate the great actors, not the 
great thinkers of the world’s history; and, 
among these men of action, the great soldier 
uce inthe at- 
fections of his countrymen. What means this 
universal outburst of the love and admiratlon 
of our race for men who have been 
foremost in war? Is the common-sense 
of mankind blinded by the blaze of mili- 
tary glory? or does some deep instinct teach 
us that the character ofthe ideal commander 
is the grandest manifestation in which man 
can show himselfto man? The power and the 
fascination of this ideal are attested by 
the indulgent admiration we bestow on men 
who, on the one side grandly fill it out, while 
on the other, falling grievously below it 
weighed down by something base and earthly.

TWO SUCH STAINLESS CAPTAINS. 

The fame of the one, consecrated by a cen- 
tury of universal reverence and the growth of 
a colossal empire, the result of his heroic 
labors, has been commemorated in this city 
by a monument, in whose majesty and pr es- 
enucé no man ever received the suggestion of a 
thought that did not exalt humanity. The 
fame of the other, not yeta generation old 
and won in a cause which was lost, is already 
established by that impartial judgment of 
foreign nations which anticipates the verdict 
of the nextage, upon an equal pinnacie and 
millions of our countrymen present her with 
usin their thoughts and echoing back from 
city and plain aud mountain top the deep and 
reverent voice of this vast multitude, will 
this duy confirm our solemn declaration that 
the monument to George Washington has 
found its only fitting complement and com- 
panion in a monument to Robert Lee. 

The orator then went into an elaborate bio- 
graphical review of the life and character of 
Gen. Lee. He sprang from a race of men who 
had justshown in a world-famous struggle 
all ot the virtues and few of the fauits of a 
28 selected to rule, because fitted to rule. 
His father had won a brilliant fame as a cav- 
alry leader, and the signal honor of the warm 
friendship of Washington. . 

The death of ‘‘Lighthorse U arry’’ Lee when 
Robert Lee was only il years old, made the 
boy the protector of bis mother, a school of 
virtue not uniitted to develop a character that 
nature had formed for honor. It was part- 
ly,no doubt, the ezample of his father’s 
brilliant service, but mainiy the soldier’s 
blood which flowed in his veins that impelled 
him to seek a place inthe Military Academy 
at West Point. He was presented to Presi- 
dent Jackson and we may well believe the 
story thatthe old soldier was quickly won by 
the gallant youth and willingly secured bim 
to the army. 

His marriage to the great granddaughter of 
Washington’s wife, formed another tie which 
connected him by daily associations of family 
and place with Washington’s fame and 
character, and it may well be believed that 
lee made Washington his model of publie 
duty. Lee’s personal appearance and moral 
characteristics in his early manhood and his 
services in Mexico, especially at the battle of

The surrender of the fragments of the Army 
of Northern Virginia closed the imperishable 
record of Lee’s military life. What a catas- 
trophe. What a moving and pathetic con- 
trast. On the one side complete and dazzling 
triumph, after a long succession of humili- 
ating disasters; on the other absolute ruin 
and defeat—a crown oof thorns for 
that peerless army which hitherto 
had known only the victor’s laurel. But 
the magnanimity of the conqueror not less 
than the fortitade of the vanquished, shone 
out on the solemn scene, and softened its 
trazic outiines of fate and doom. The mod- 
eration and good sense of the Northern 
people, breathing the large and generous air 
of our Western world, quickly responded to 
Grant’s example, and though the North was 
afterward betrayed into fanatical and baleful 
excess, On more than one great subject 
all the Hercer passions of a bloody civil war 
were rapidly extinguished. There was to be 
no Poland, no Ireland in America, When the 
Hollywood Pyramid was 1 over the Con- 
federate dead, soon after the close of the con- 
test some one suggested forthe inscription a 
classic verse which may be rendered: 

They died for their country—their country 
perished with them.

VOICE OF DESPAIR. 

Far different were the thoughts of Lee. He 
had drawn hig sword in obedience only to the 
dictates of duty and honor and looking back 
in that moment of utter defeat he might have 
exc laimed, with Demosthenes, ‘‘I say that, if 
the event had been manifest to the whole 
world before hand, not even then ought 


Athens to have forsaken this course if Athens 


had any regard for her glory or for her past, 
or for the ages to come. But facing 
the duty of the hour Lee saw now 
that the question submitted the 
great arbitrament of war had deen 
finally answeréd. He recognized that the 
unity of the American people had been irre- 
vocably established. He felt that it would be 
implety and crime to dishonor by the potty 
strife of faction that ure and unselfis 
struggle for constitutional rights which, while 
a single hope remained, had been ioyally 
fought out by great armies, led by heroic cap- 
tains and sustained by the patriotic sacrifices 
ot a noble and resolute people. He thereup- 
on promptly counseled his old soldiers to look 
upon the great country thus reunited by blood 
and iron as their own and to live and to labor 
for its honor und welfare. His conduct was 
in accord with these teachings. 

Day by day his example illustrated what his 
manly words declared, that human virtue 
should be equal to human calamity.’’ 

After a brief reference tothe remainder of 
Lee’s life passed in the discharge of his duties 
as President of Washington College, the ora- 
tor said: As the people saw him fulfilling 
these modest but noble functions, as they 
saw him with antique simplicity § put- 
ting aside every temptation to use bis 
great fame for vulgar gain; as they saw 
him, in self-respecting contentment with the 
frugal earnings of bis personal labor, refusing 
every offer of pecuniary assistance; as they 
realized his unselfish devotions of all that 
remained of strength and life to the nurture 
of the Southern youth in knowledge and mor- 
als, anew conviction of his wisdom and virtue

THE MONUMENT. 

The Lee monument is situated on the Allen 
plat in the West End, in the direct line of the 
most fashionable residence section. The 
monument is planted at the intersections of 
two wide avenues on the summit of ascend- 
ing grades. It is incloged in a circie of 200 
feet in diameter with u street sixty-five feet 
in width on each side, so that the distance 
through the area from building line to bulld- 
ing line is 330 feet. The pédestal of the monu- 
ment consists of two parts, which may be 
termed the base and the pedestal proper. 
The base is formed by a rectangle 
with the surface inclined upwards to a para- 
pet around which six foundations are located, 
upon which statues of Lee’s generals may 
hereufter be placed. In the interior of the 
aroup another incline surface leads upwards 
to the pedestal proper. Here the transition 
from the straight lines of the rectangle to the 
graceful curves of acylindrical form have 
been very skillfully harmonized by the artist. 
The change is not noticed, and upon the 
frontand rear are seen an oval space, upon 
which bas reliets are placed, surrounded by a 
tracery in granite of the laurel, the ivy and 
the oak. Aboveisa tion’s head as if ready 
for battle, with a pose of courage inbred 
by conscious power. On the sides are four 
columns appearing to support the great 
weight, between which a bronze tablet ap- 
pears with the name of Lee gilded beneath a 
laurel wreath. The pedestal and base are of 
white granite, the columns dark blue. The 
height of the pedestal is forty feet and a few 
inches and that of the statue slightly more 
than twenty feet, making the total height 
about sixty-one feet above the ground. The 
sculptor, M. Mercie of Paris, who has im- 
mortalized Lee in brouze, is a Frenchman 
who in early life gave evidence of great abil- 
ity. He was scarce 20 years of age when he 
was decorated at Rome. His famous works 
adorn the streets of Paris and the halle of 
the Luxemburg Palace. He has given 
to the world the pleture of Lee as he appeared 
upon the battlefield of Gettysburg. His face 
is calm and majestic but fullof power. The 
horse which he bestrides bas all four feet on 
the ground, yet he ap as if in the act of 
walking. A forefoot is planted in adyance 
while the hind foot on the same side seems 
about to follow. The head is slightly bent to 
one side, while the tall falls gracefully clear 
of the flanks. 

ji THE FIGURE. 

Gen. Lee’s dress is characteristically plain. 
He is irt with a sash, which presumably 
hides a belt from which swings the sword of a 
commander of ecavairy. He is without 
epaulets, but on the forearm of 
the coat sleeve is an ornament 
of broad braid. His hat is crushed in his right 
hand, while he holds the reins in hisleft. The 
feet are well tipped in the stirrups, the right 
foot being slightly in adyence of the left. Tue 
engineer selected to execute the work of the 
association was Mr. G. P. E. Burgwin, a com- 
paratively young man, who was chosen be.
